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CHRISTIAN AND NOT CHRISTIAN: THE RADICAL 
DIFFERENCE,

It may souod strangely to call a man a Christian 
who never beard of Christ; buat it would be folly to 
talk about the subject named above unless we assume 
that any man isa Christian who enjoys the favor cf 
God in this bf) and will be saved in the life to come; 
Melchisedek and Socrates, if we believe them to be 
saved men. 

Now, both common sense and inspiration teach us 
that the terms Christian and not Christian are identical 
with good and bad, righteous and wicked. There is no 
genus tertium to be interposed, such as a class of moral- 
iste. ‘To say that men are either Christians, moraliste, 
or not-Ohristians is the same way of speaking as to say 
that they may be divided into the good, the bad, and 
the Republican Party. Moralis's are indeed a clas 
really existing, but are not co ordinate with the others; 
moralists must fll under the head either of Christians 
or not-Christians. A moralist is either good or bad. 
If good, be is a Obristian ; if bad, be is not a Christian. 
Of course we mean good and bad in the judgment of 
God, who can not err. 

This is the conclusion of common sense. Tt puts an 
intolerable atraic upon vs to believe that any really 
good man lies under God’s frown and condemnation, 
Of that any stich Will be excluded at last from a stand- 


ing place at big right band. It would take away from 
the place of final punishment some of its moet dreadful 
terrors could we be essured that some good men go 
there. But this is incredible; and but few believe it 
when stated in this way, It is in the highest degree 
important that all teachers <f the publjc guard’ the 
public mind from ccnfusion with regard to these fund- 
amental distinctions. That will be a disastrous day 
when it is widely thought that to be a Christian is 
something different from rs a good and righteous 
man. 


The Bible uses these terms interchangeably, It cer- 
tainly teaches that to be a Obristian is necessary to sal- 
vation. “He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life, and be that believeth not the Son shall not see life.” 
Bat it says also: “The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
net that was cast into the sea and gathered of every 
kind; which when it was full they drew to shore, and 
sat down and gathered the good into vessels, but cast 
the bad away,” The c »nclusion is unavoidable that tobe a 
good and righteous man and to be a Christian are one 
and the same thing. 

The qaestion then is as to the precise diff-rence be. 
tween a good man andabid man. Nothing is surer 
or plainer than that mere good nature, kindly feelings, 
and generous impulses do not constitute a good man; 
for one may have all these and yat ba potenionnls falae 
and uawortby. 

It is not eo plain, but equally true, that more con- 
formity in outward respecis to the rulea of common 
morality does not constitute a good man; though in 
my Opinion strict conscientiousness goes much farther 
in proving real goodness of characer than we have 
been wont to acknowledge, For a soriptural example 
of a moral man who was nota good man we may cite 
the c:se of ths young ruler, A stream may be clear 
to the eye and still contain deadly poisons. 

What then is the distinctive thing? To my mind it is 
this: When a man basa disposition to take the tide 
of that which is good, whenever and wherever it is 
placed recognizably befure him, he shows himeelf to be 
a good man, and therefore a Coaristiao. It is not of 
absolutely supreme importance in what form it mazi- 
fests itself, whether ia the form of a political measure, 
ora charity to a beggar’s child, or in whatever way; if 
it is manifestly one’s disposition and ruling principle 
to take its side and do its requirements, running all 
necessary risks, he is doubtless a good man and may 
cherish a hope of heaven. 

“Then Christ has nothing to do with the matter. We 
may be Christians as well without Chrisitas with. He 
may be ignored.” 

By no manner of means; for he is the one supreme 
manifestation of goodness to us all; its divine imper- 
sonatiop; its most bright and engaging example. In 
his own person, in the words he uttered, in the cauee 
he espoueed, and in the death he died, he is the one 
great light of goodness in this world—the fountain 
ligut of all our seeing. To say that to be a Christian con- 
sists in a disposition to stand on the side of goodness, 
and then to add that it makes no difference whether 
we turn to Corist or not, is an absurdity so great as to 
make us donbt the sincerity of the man who should be 
guilty of it, CertainJy no man who has ever had even 
a glimpse of Christ could say such a thing. 

Indeed, this way of viewing this subject shows why 
we must make so much of Christ in our eff.rte to make 
men good. In him we see goodness, not as an abstract 
quality, but asa person; asa perfectly pure and holy 
person; asa person whose moral excellence and sub- 
limity, together with his worke, prove him to be divine; 
as a person engaged in a mission of eelf sacrificing love 
on bahalf of men, which is always the best manifesta- 
tion of goodness; and, finally as a person whore teach- 
ing myst forever be an authority in matters of the 
Spirit. The name of Christ is above every name, 
whether in heaven of on edrth, and so ia the test of real 
goodness of character, Te good maa is the one who

haz accepted Christ as his portion for time and eternity, 
and who stands on his side againet all opposers. What- 
ever the appearances, whoever is against Christ can not 
by any possibility be a good man, inasmuch as he is 
opposed to goodaess in iis supreme manifestation. He 
can not love money who hates gold, 
All this goes on the supposition, of course, that the 
man in question has seen Christ. ._But what if he live 
in heathen lands, where the name of Christ was never — 
spoken? O-,if he live ia Christian lands, what if his 
mental and spiritual surroundings have been such as 
to shut oat the light of life, or to pervert it so that he 
never gets any trae view of the Savior? There sre 
myriads cf such persons; and to them the incernate 
Christ can be no decisive test of goodness. They bave 
never seen him. If they have any conception of Chriat 
at all, it ig so untrue that it is more of a caricature than 
a real image. 
Waile the supreme manifestation of goodness. ie 
denied to such unfortunate beings, they doubtless seo 
insumerable other manifestations; and if they really 
do take its side and stand there for its own sake they. 
take Christ’s side, and are, therefore, in the eye of God 
Christians. Goodness is one indivisible thing ; and if we 
embrace it in one of its most humble manifestations, 
we thereby embrace Obrist, who is its sapreme mani- 
festation. Thus is open to usa wide field for the exer- _ 
cise of charity, and we can exercise it withont relaxing 
our hold on Carist. 
To bea Christian is to take the side of what.is good 
for its own sake. But Christ is the supremely good—the 
chiefeat among ten thousand aod altogether lovely.— 
The Independent.

@8 4 piece of putty retains the impress of the last 
hand that grasped it only till some one gives it another 
twist, so these people in society, politics, and religion, 
seem to have no personal convictions, As if distrust- 
ing their own existence, they are the echoes of other 
voices, the shadows of other lives—human parrots, who 
swear or pray, asthe caprice or influence of the mo- 
ment may move them. Tois is the dangerous class in 
acciety. 

Another class of actors in the drama of life presents to 
us individuals who have taken on a better finish. They 
are positive natures, centers of power and influence, 
engines with every wheel turning, and freighted with 
blessings or curses for all around them. To thie class 
belonged the Levite, the priest, and the Samaritan. ~ 

Great differences, I repeat, broad distinctions exist 
among men;‘and to a certain extent ‘this may be ac- 
counted for in hereditary impetus and varying condi- 
tions and circumatances. Bat aside from this I am 
convinced that by far the most and greatest diflerences 
may be traced to the training and discipline of life. It 
is true, as before affirmed, that so far as personal ac- 
complishment, virtue, and character are concerned, 
every man must start in at zoro; but it is also a fact, 
and very significant, that from the first the inherent 
powers and capacities of human nature are vast and 
almost limitless. 

Man is wonderfully endowed in his natural estate, 
but be is also sueceptible to all kinds and character of 
influence surrounding him; and the result of this ac- 
tion and reaction, this incessant play of the variousand 
innumerable agencies im life upon the intellectual and 
moral natures, and the reciprocal motion of the mind 
and heart in response, the result is an evolution, an ex- 
pansion, a development that is wonderful, and, so far as 
men oan #68, in its possibility, limitless, 

This development of the inner man by the disciplin- 
ary processes of the present state may be in part or in 
whole; it may involve merely the culture of the mind, 
but it may also ioclude the correction and symmetrical 
evolution of the spiritual nsture also; and since it is 
undeniable that this development is conditioned as cer- 
tainly upon personal volition as upon the varying 
reciptivity of our natures, the responeibility is indi- 
vidual, 

Tne difference between an iron barrel hoop and that 
glittering swori blade of Damascus steel is not orig- 
inal, it is not a difference in material, but a difference 
ia trial, discipline, and finieb. There are varying grades 
of iron, but from aay grade of pure iron the finished 
steel may be produced. 

Human nature is essentially the same; the advantages 
and opportunities of life are measurably open to all; an 
inviting prospect stimulates present activity, and the 
grand possibilities of mental and moral excelleacy bid 
ue “come up higher.” 

The great gulf of difference between the priest and 
Levite upon the one hand, and the Samaritan upon the 
other, was not original; it was a difference in the spirit 
and training of the inward life. And though the most 
favoring advantages seemed to be with the priest and 
the Levite, nevertheless the Samaritan towered far 
above them in spiritual attainment. They were pos- 
itively bad men; he was as positively good. They lived 
in the realm of and under the bondage of the let- 
ter; he had passed beyond into the realm of the spirit. 
They professed to be the special s-rvants of God, and 
must needs be punctually in their place to take part in 
the formal service of God, even though to do.this they 
must pass by a suffering maa whom their prompt serv- 
ice might save; the Samaritan was going in the same 
direction, but by the wayside he found a temple where 
he could offer a holy and far more acceptable service 
than in any religions ceremony which must be put: 


chageg by the neglect of thig sacred obligation, 
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, It is an abuee.of this principle for individuals to say, 
“There is the evidence that I can serve God just as well, | an 
and fill my mission in life out of the religious organiza- 
tion as well asin it.” It proves. nosuch thing, ‘It 
proves that we should be ready to ¢erve the truth in 
exceptional and special opportunities anywhere. But 
if the Samaritav, after performing this holy service by 
the wayside, had said to himself, “I will wait here, and 
in this manner exclusively will I serve the. truth and 
worship God,” he would not only bave marred the re- 
sults of the good deed done, but he would have teen 
met: by the denunciation of Jesus to the Samaritan 
woman, “Ye worship ye know not what.” 

2, But to succeed in Ohristian endeavor there must 
be something more than developed, finely finished pow- 
ers—there must be inspiration. 

OF what use is that splendid’ sword blade, worth more 
than its weight in gold, if there be no-heart to: feel a 
nation’s woee, or draw in a nation’s defense? Of what 
practical uee the developed strength of a giant, if there 
be no courage to exert that strength for the right? 
Look around you and on every side you may see those 


‘possessing noble powers of body and mind, but practi- 
cally ueelees because they lack the necessary inspira- 


tion to go forth in prompt execution, 

There are some people who.seem to serve God as if 
it were the dullest and most etupid thing under the 
sun, 80 indclent and indifferent in the paltry offaring 
they make, as if God were under infinite obligations to 


’ them, and somewhat to blame for not furnishing them 


with a through ticket and sleeping-car to the end of the 
course, 

There must be inspiration, there must be blood ear- 
neatness, if a man succeeds even in the business of this 
life. Just let a man invest $20,000 in stock,or property 
of some other kind, and take but little interest in it; 
and in the little beart he does show in the matter, let it 
be seen that he would rather drive out, go to the thea- 
ter, and enjoy a long summer vacation, and when that 
man comes home he will in all probability discover that 
some other man bas been taking care of bis business 
for him, and, as in the case of Baldwin, of Jersey City, 
has pocketed both principal and interest, leaving the 
original owner minus the money and plus a legal obli- 
gation to pay $20 000 more. 

So some men serve the truth and God, by serving 
themselves in selfishners and ein a great deal better, 
and then wonder how dreadfully tiresome and stupid 
it is to go through with the forms of religion! Aye, 
80 it is, and soit will be until with a holy icspiration the 
poseeszor of noble powers waits only the opportunity 
to unite with earnest zeal in every good work. 

Of what p:actioal use is that magnificent locomotive 
glittering in massive grandeur, if there be no propell- 
ing power within? 

Along tbe Pittaburg levee of the Ohio River there 
are usually about one hundred and eeventy-five steam- 
ers, loading, unloading, or waiting for cargoes. One 
night, more than twenty years ago,a fire broke out 
near the upper end of the line while a strong wind was 
blowing down the river. There were many magnifi 
cent steamboats in the line, but having no steam in 
their boilers, and being so difficult to move by any 
other motion than their own, many of them were con- 
sumed, And hadit not been for a poor little third rate 
boat which bad arrived late the night before, and there- 
fore bad steam ready for action, the whole line would 
have been destroyed. But this little boat, with two 
of the large but belpless steamers lashed fast on each 
side, steamed out into the stream, thus breaking the fire 
line and saving more than a hundred vessels. 

So in life a man is practically useless if there be not 
executive power. 

In business, in reforms, in religion, we must have 
that inspiration which if necessary may be harnessed 
to those stupid, listless souls, moored in conventional 
lines, but hel sless when duty calls or danger threatens, 
and capable of at least forcing tham ont into the living 
currents of being, where they must either kindle the 
necessary inspiration or drilt. 

Ladies and gentlemer, students of Antioch, week 
after week and month by month you have bent to the 
tasks of routine atudy, and stand commended by those 
who have been your trusted and faithful leaders in 
intellectual trainiog and culture. But why? Is it 
that you may simply possess and retain the text-book 
statemeats you have memorized, and, like parrots, 
repeat over and again merely the formulas of ‘the rec- 


itatiqu-room? Is it yot rather to develop and strength. 
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an. inspiration, that will insure executive energy 
through all the channels of future opportunity? And 
let me here and now assure you, as from this holy place 
we look out over the broad fields of scientific and 
Christian culture, that if we lack that inspiration which 
the great Teacher has promised to all who earnestly 
seek it as the propelling énergy in life, brilliant intel- 
lectual powers, even geaius, will avail noting in the 
conflict, only to make more conepicuous and humili- 
ating our wretched failure. 

8. But it is not enough that there be developed pow- 
ers and ready inspiration; there must be in addition 
lofty, steady aim, directnees and continuity in purpose. 
The direction of the gun indicates the path of the pro- 
jectile. It is simply impossible to estimate the im- 
mense waste in every department of life because of 
this failure in aim—indirectness in the affairs of this 
world, 

The statistics of war show that it requires four thou- 
sand bullets to kill one man; that is, for every four 
thousand shots fired upon the enemy one man is killed. 


This is said to be the average result. Three thousand 


nine bundred and ninety-nine fail for lack of aim, 
where only one strikes home, 

A little reflection will show you that in every depart- 
ment of buman interest there is the same result follow- 
ing, the same fearful waste of time, talent, labor, and 
inspiration, because of a lack of directness—of precis- 
ion in aim. 

_ There is some excuse for the army in this waste. I 
have beard it said by old soldiers that after the first 
and second volleys shot the field of battle is covered 
with a dense cloud of smoke, so that it is impossible to 
see the foe. Then, of course, if the firing is to be done 
the aim must be conjectural); and many a time the line 
has been advanced with the charge, “Fire at will,” when 
the men would load and fire, merely bringing the 


‘breech of the gun fo the hip,und with the muzz'e 


directed toward the point where the enemy was last 
seen, shoot as rapidly as possible, 

How vast the sum of wasted energy in the broad 
field of human effort, and that tco amid the expiring 
cries of innumerable interests that must inevitably go 
down in total ruin for lack of the energies thus mis- 
spent! How much of failure in this world is due to 
the fact that many insist on shooting where there is no 
foe! . 

To a lamentable extent this is true in the church of 
Christ. The church bas her foes numerousand mighty 
—enemies worthy of her steel and of a character to de- 
mand all her energies, Years ago perhaps an enemy 
was discovered, and under the trumpet call of press 
and pulpit the legions of the church were wheeled into 
line and the order given, “Advance at double quick— 
fire!’ Now, it ia probable that under that first charge 
the enemy was killed or fatally wounded, but through 
the smoke of that first volley the church bas been firipg 
at will in the same direction, with perbaps no enemy 
within the range of a Columbiad. 

Alas, alas! how sad the thought that the church of 
Christ, professing to be the custodian of the highest 
forms of truth, the possessors of the purest light and 
wisdom, should furnish the sad and humiliating evi- 
dence of waste of power, extravagance, and reckless 
prodigality! How much there isin this world of loss 
and failure, of disappointment and ruin, because of 
ignoble aim, or what is but little better, no aim at all! 
O ye favored sons and daughters of the church, with 
your developed powers and bounding inepiration, look 
weil to your aim! Admonished by the loss of others, 
aim high, be direct in action, continuous in purpose, 


and you shall attain a noble success, But, remember, |. 


your attainment will never be higher than your aim. 
In the ecene before us the Samaritan was the only 
man of lofty and direct sim. He did not go to Jerusa- 
lem to find a subject; he did not waste his sympathies 
upon those bypocrites, the priest and the Levite; nor 
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Weare sure, as surely as that God sits upon the throne 
of the universe, ms truth shall not fail, “Your labors 
shall not be in vain in the Lord.” 

Satesmen may vie with each other in diplomatic 
skill, duplicity, and intrigue, each for bis own nation 
predicting the brightest future. Italy, Austria, and 
Germany may combine in treaty, offensive and defen- 
sive, against Russia and France and England, etc., but 
who, standing amid the ruins of the mightiest mon- 
archies of the past, dare predict the undisturbed per- 
petuation of these governments, or infallibly indicate the 
path over which they will pass? The thrones of the old 
world quake as though volcanic forces were gathering 
beneath their base. Mighty armies, invincible navies, 
formidable lines of defense, the very best schemes, and 
the profoundest wisdom of earth shall all fail in secur- 
ing the desired end, for the reason that the-powers are 
not of God, the inspiration is selfish, the aim is ignoble. 
Merely human energies, culture, enthusiasm, and pre- 
cision have failed ten thousand times, and so shall they 
fail again; but no such result is possible in the highest 
Cbristian endeavor: When the weakest Christian yields 
in full coneecration to the developing, refining, inspir- 
ing unction from on high, his endeavor is an achieve- 
ment, his effort resistless, for Omnipotence is pledged 
to its success. As from this altar of the living God you 
go forth into a world sin-smitten, and cursed with the 
presence of aggressive, deceitful, cruel evil, go as the 
champions of truth, good Samaritans upon every path 
of life, heroes of God to challenge and overcome the 
bandit sins of earth. Charged with the truth, for the 
lack of which the world is dying to-day, inspired with 
the thoughts and purposes which -filled the great heart 
of the Son of God, take steady, direct sim, and then 
project these solid, red-hot shot straight at the foe; send 
them crashing right through the earthworks of sin and 
deatb; plow great furrows in the close-ranked columns 
of unbelief, and never cease your work until an uncon- 
ditional surrender is sent in, or you are bome from the 
field more than conquerors—“heroes of God.”

Every church, save one, was reported, 
and every revort was present when the roll was called at 
the opening of the session, and each church reported was 
represented by delegates present, with a single exception.

J. W. Weeks, Herry J. Rhodes, BH, T. Abbott, E. 0. Ab 
bott, Elias Jones, A. H, Mortill, and A. Staples, of the M, 
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B: Ohureb; also, Bros. James A. Brown, Joseph Helser, H. 
A, Manohester, and H.M. Teft. The annual address was 
delivered by Rev. G. H. Hebbard, for which the conference 
returned a yote of thanks, and requested that he furnish 
a copy for publicaticn inthe Herap. Rev. Samuel Sala- 
bury reada paper on ‘The Inspiration of the Holy Bible,” 
which was argomentative, interesting, and well received 
by the body. The conference re affirmed its unshaken con- 
fidence in the Bible as the. inspired word of God; in the 
name “Christian” as the cognomen of the church of the 
living Obrist; and in Christian character and manhood as 
the only correct basis of Christian and church fellowship. 


A clear, strong, and empbatic report on temperance was 
adopted, in which prohibition for the state and total absti- 
nence for the individual was declared to be the consistent 
Christian position for the suppression of intemperance, and 
that physiology and hygiene should be taueht in oar com- 
mon schools with ep»cial reference to the effsctsof alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants, and narcotics generally upon the ha- 
man system. Missionary work and the missionary spirit 
were encourseged, and $102 35 were given to Rev. E. 0, Ab- 
bott to help the new Christian Church in the city of Al- 
beny; also a committee wes appointed to conter with com- 
mittees of the New York Central Conference and S:ate As- 
sociation in regard to the advisability of establishing a 
church in Rochester, The management of our publishing 
interests was indorsed, snd our people urged toa more gen- 
eral patronage of our Sanday-echool literature. It was rec- 
ommended that each church hold a “harvest home festival” 
in the month of October for the purpose of bringing an 
offering to the Lord of the fruits of the earth, and that the 
proceeds of the same be used for some benevolent or relig- 


ious work, Eilas Jones was received as a member of the © 


conference; A. M. Letts was granted a letter of dismissal 
and commendation; and A. N. Somers requested that bis 
name be dropped, which was done, and the hand of Chris- 
tian fellowship withdrawn. Systematic benevolence was 
encoureged, and the conference expressed its opinion that 
ell the members of the various churches in our body should 
be educated and induced togive cf their means to advance 
the interests of the cause we profess to love. Every charch 
in the conference holds Sundey-echool twelve months in 
the year, with an average of eighty. four members to each 
echool, and with a‘ average of $3445in money raised in 
each school; 650 copies of the TzacuBr’s Guipg are taken, 
while the Sunpay ScHoon Herp is not largely patronized. 
Resolutions in memory of Willie Hebbard, and expressions 
of sympatby for the bereaved parents and sfilicted friends, 
were adopted by arising vote of the congregation. The 
cburch reports showed an increase of thirty members 
and a,.decrease of sixteen, a net gain cf fourteen, 
with an average membership of about seventy. Each 
church in the conference bas preaching every Sabbath, and 
with but a single exception no pastor has mord than one 
church. The report of the Committee on Education will 
be sent to the Heraup for publication. 1 indorses our 
scho Is, commends raising funds for repairs and endow- 
ment at Starkey Sem'nary, and demands a better educa- 
tion for the ministry. Prof. A. H. Morrill received $44 23 
for the Christian Biblical Inatitute. Our superannuated 
ministers were remembered in resolutions of kindest re- 
gard, and the secretary instructed to convey the same. Rev. 
E. Jones was appointed to arrange time, place, and pro- 
gramme fora conference Sunday school institute, and G. 
H. Hebbard was named as the conference delegate to the 
biennial session of the Christian Publisbing Association. 
The officers elected to serve the ensuing year are as follows: 
President, Rev. Tnomas Taylor; vice president, Rev. G. H. 
Hebbard; secretary, Rev. D. W. Moore; treasurer, A. W. 
Harrirg'on; members of executive board—Rey. EK. Jones 
and W. H. Chase. The next annual session of the confer- 
ence will be held at Machias, Ca:taraugus Connty. The 
minuies in fall will be published in pamphiet form for the 
benefit of the conference. The preaching during the ses- 
sion was done by Harry J. Rhodes, H. O. Abbott, Thom- 
as Taylor, J. W. Weeks, A. H. Morrill, and Elias Jones.

Sia MON OW 8S. 8S, LESSON FOR JULY 22. 
Death Penalty Inflicted on a Thief.—Joshua % 10-26. 
BY H.M, EATON, WALPOLE, N. H. 

If Achan had lived in the United Sta'es at the pres- 
ent day, he would probably have been arrested, ob- 
tained bail, and tried by a jary of his peers. If convicted, 
he would have been sentenced to the state’s prison for 
a year or two. Under Joshua’s administration the 
Mosaic law was in force, and that law knew no mercy. 
People were stoned to death for comparatively light 
offenses, (Ex. 31:14) Perhaps Achan was a “born 
thief,” for -he had an ‘inordinate desire for worldly 
gait, which led him to'violate the law of God. Every 
man has his “peculiar weakness.” Achan had his, and 
‘it proved his ruin. He probably knew that “the silver 
and gold,and vessels of brass and iron, were to be 
brought into the treasury of the Lord.” Joshus 6; 19. 
That which did not come into the Lord’s treasury was 
to be destroyed. Achan saw “a Babylonish garment,” 
and wanted to appropriate it to hiscown use. It was 
probably richly ornamented, and mizht have belonged 
to the king. He had such a desire for that garment that 
he made up his mind very deliberately to steal it and 
hide it in his tent. Perhaps he thought it a needless 
‘ waste of property to have so valuable an article de- 
stroyed. He did not apprehend that any trouble 
would grow out of the transaction. He thought he 
could steal and not be detected. He saw some silver 
nd gold; and, as he had commenced atealing, he 
thought he might as well take that also. Like thieves 
at the present day, he “covered his tracke” as best he 
eould; but the eyes of the Lord were upon him, and 
be caused him to be arrested, and ordered him to be 
punished. Perhaps this was the first chance Achan 
hd had to steal, and it was certainly his last, He rep- 
resented a class of men tha! has cursed the world from 
that day until now. Achan knew he bad done wicked- 
ly; otherwise, he would not have concealed his theft by 
hiding the etolen articles in his tent. He was a decid- 
edly bad man, but not wholly depraved, for he had one 
good trait of character that should not be overlooked— 
he could tell the trath, When accused of having per- 
petrated the thelt, he confessed it at once, and told 
Joshua where all the stolen articles were. Our great 
thieves at the present day are leas honorable iban 
Achan; aiter stealing large tums of money, they lie 
about it,and the state has to incur the expenee of 

proving what the thieves know to be true. 

Achian’s confession, however, did not leasen his guilt 
in the eye of the law; nor was his punishment post- 
poned, or a lighter tentence substituted for the death 
penalty. His inordinate desire for worldly gain led 
him. to steal. what belonged to the Lord, and what 
should have gone into the Lord’s treasury. Men who to- 
day “make haste to be rich” may be as dishonest in the 
sight of God as Achan was—perhaps more so, for there 
is more light in the world now than there was then. 
Rich speculators who are 80 “greedy of gain” that they 
fatten on the misfortunes, ignorance, or weakness of 
other people, are as wicked in the sight of God and of 
all good men as Achan was, But, instead of being 
punished for their sins by the civil law, they move in 
aristocratic circles, live in marble houses, and some of 
them get into the churchyand stay there, to the injury 
cf the cause of religion, There are men in ofticial 
positions, both in state and nation, who rob the govern- 
ment, and involve their bondsmen in heavy losses, and 
but very few cf them are punished for their crimes. 

How true it is that “the love of money is the root of all 
evil.” Achan sinned against God, but did not impover- 
ieh his fellow-men. ‘He was leas dishonorable and sin- 
ful than the manufacturer and dealer in intoxicating 
drinks, They, for “filthy lucre’s sake,” sin againat both 
God and man. Achan did not deny his theft, As soon 
as he was shown to be the guilty man he confessed the 
orime, and said: “I bave sinned against the Lord God 


‘the educated, the wealthy, the aristocratic, and eyen 
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duct, but the innocent very frequently suffer on ac- 


| count of the guilty. It is mo uncommon thing for 


whole families to suffer on account of the dishonesty of 
husbands and parents. Nor is this suffering confined 
to families that are poor.and ignorant; it has reached | 


——= 


some of the most refined families in the land. In the 
first attack made upon tha city of Ai thirty.six inno-| 
cent men lost their lives on account of the dishonesty 
of Achan.. “No man liveth unto himself, and no man 
dieth unto himeelf.” Such are the relations that we 
eustain to each: other that the whole of life; whether 
good or bad,has an influence on the relatives and 
aesociates, Achan’s family was disgraced and impover- 
ished on account of his theft, and the whole camp of 
Israel was demoralized. Though wrong-doing may not 
be known to man, it is known'to God, and he can so 
rule and overrule as to cause the violators of his law to 
be detected and punished for their crimes. 

We may learn alsc from our lesson that wholesome 
discipline is attended with good results. It is better 
far that one suffer than many, and especially so when 
the suffering is experienced by the guilty party, a8 was 
the: case with Achan. It is bétter'that one boy in 
school suffer correction for wrong “doing than that the 
whole school be constantly annoyed on account of his 
bad conduct. It is far better to-day that the thief be 
confined within prison walls than that the people gen- 
erally should be in constant fear of sustaining loss on 
account of his thievish habits,' Law, for the regulation 
of daily conduct, beth in church and’ state, is of ines. 
timable value. In Joshua’s day the law took cogdi- 
zance of the outward act, and any violation of law was 
severely punished. Discipline as then administered 
was not regarded as any too severe... No mercy was 
shown the cflender. The law wasa “terror to. evil 
doers,” It was ordained “for the lawless and disobedi- 
ent.” The people saw the necessity of “keepiog them- 
selves within due bounds.” The punishment of Acbao 
probably prevented further thefts in Israel for some 
length of time. 

To-day the best disciplined church is the strongest 
church. It over-reaching, untruthful, rum-drinking, 
or quarrelsome men are kept in the church, the church 
will be made weak on account of their connection with 
it, and the.cause of religion will suffer loss. Israel suf- 
fered loss while only one of their number wasa known 
thief, and he only so known to God. There was “an ao 
cursed thing in Ierae!,” and Ai could not be captired. 
Bat Ai was very easily captured after the thief had been 
detected and piniehed as the Lord had commanded. 
God was too holy to countenance iniquity in Israel. 
Wicked men suffer in the present life on account.of 
their sins, Some of them have a fearful “joretaste” of 
what they are to experience in the future. Bat those 
who keep covenant with God and suffer in this life on 
account of other people’s sins, will find that “their light 
efflictions will work out for them a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory.” 

We learn from our lesson that discipline should be 
administered in love and notin anger. This is true of 
all kinds of discipline. Family discipline should be 
administered with love and tenderness—never in an- 
ger. Violators of the civil law should not be punished 
because the magistrate delightsin human suffering, but 
because it is justice to the culprit and protection to the 
community. Joshua spoke feelingly to Achan and 
called bim “his son.” He was truly sorry that Achan 
had done wrong, but proceeded to punish him as the 
Lord had commanded. It has ever been true, and ever 
will be, that “the way of the tranegreesor is hard,”

| lie is never eale, never strong, Relying on its mstru- 
mentality, at the development of any new fact, the whole 
_ Gage is lost. He who deliberately lies loses confidence 
| in. his cause; in himself, and in everybody. An old 
Latin phrase clearly reveals the character of the falsifier: 
“Kuleus.in uno,falsus in omnibus.” Toe habit grows as 
rapidly as it deceives. Little by little it centers in the 
expression, befools the heart, mars the character, and 
pollutes the life. 

A single evasion of the truth in one direction on a 
single occasion is to begin to enthronealie. Take 
theolugy. Forgetting its divine derivation, its early 
use and modern speculatios—holding to the word with 
both science and God left out, the Christian world has 
run wild in its iniegination and assumption. Men have 
ascended the throne, set in jadgment over others’ faith 
dictated, banished, and burned at will true disciples 
for the slightest variation from their opinions Thank 
God we live in a later dgé—an age of libérty, law, and 
order, We may look on the relics of a blood thirsty 

people in a barbarous age. But the defense of truth 
has no need of intoleration. “Judge ye yourselves what 
is right,” is the true position and plan of operation. 

This is the true province of human jadgment—it can 
neither rationally nor rightlully go any further. Who 
has no fixed knowledge of the motives of others’ acts 
would just es likely be incorrect in his conclusions. 
Others’ erroze will do'us little harm if we keep steady 
at the work the Master bas niarked’ out for us to do. 
This judging others, erecting standards of doctrine, has 
brokén up the real harmony of the Christian brother- 
hood. Real kindness, charity, and work will unite 
Christians again on the word of God, All the creeds 
of councils can not do it. Uniformity of opinien is 
unnecessary—is impossible. Conformity to the law of 
God is both possible and practicable. 

As to just how many speculative dogmas one must 

believe to be a true disciple, the Christian movement 
has not determined, It is safe always to leave the count 
with Obrist and the Bible. A Christian conviction con- 
dicts ‘the soul to’ Christ, brings about conversion; estab- 
fishes character, leans to God and his word, and ends in 
éternal reat in heaven. 
“_ “Thy word is truth” is the sum and substance of the 
whole matter. Who studies this, knows this, practices 
this, will be led in the direction of all truth and usefal- 
ness. As light dispels darkness, so the love of truth shuts 
faleehood out. 

Peace, unity, and usefylness lie in this direction. The 
truth as it is in Jesus—no more, no lees—will do the 
work. “It seems to me when we present more of the 
simple truth as if is revealed in the Word, and lees of 
our own and others’ opinions about trath, when we 
trust legs to human instruments, and more to divine 
agencies, we shallsee grander resulte; the truth will then 
run and be glorified. Truth is the order of goodness, 
and when aean individual heritage we shall have more 
personal goodness, we shall have more truth. God is 
the great reservoir of truth,and when we desire nothing 
#0 Much ‘as to be simple channels to convey it to thirsty 
souls without dimming its translucent purity with the 
murky dregs of our own poor human thought, we shall 
find that the Divine Spirit will do his own work in bis 
own way, and God will give the increase,” 

Investigation is the method of ite discovery. A clear 
conception of the nature of truth is essential toitssucces:- 
fal communication to others.

acsieue to the lowest estimate our world has been 
inhabited nearly six thousani years. Daring this time 
mankind has been directly and indirectly under divine 
teaching.

But the 
past has been one long scene of ignorance and crime and 
suffating. ‘ Superstitions, wars, poverty, suffering, and 
sin have made up the bulk of its long history. And 
when we look out upon the present condition of our 
world we stil! find poverty, crime, and disease common 
elements in society. We can not etand in the presence 
of such scenes without asking, Why is itso? And the 
answers that come Back are almost as discordant as the 
world itself. 

One class of religious teachers tell us that it is just as 
God watts it to be, just av he intended, jiist as he de- 
creed ‘it should be. Another tells us that it is just as 
in the nature of things it has to be, that the vast system 
of things is moving on under « blind fatality that is 
itsélf aa‘much fated as anything else—that there is over 
all ‘this’ wondrous scene no divine being, no living 
spirit, no God, Another class tells us, and to this I be- 
long, that God made man for happiness and gave him a 
law of life that if obeyed would lead away from sin and 
misery; and that all the evils in the world result from 
man’s willful or ignorant disobedience of these laws of 
hig being. 

Now when we look at the practical field before us, 
and ask what is to be the result, and what is our daty,

ordinary methods of work are to be set aside at any 
moment for the incoming of the supernatural event? I 
say the influence of such a theory tends to disturb ard 
discourage and hinder all the plans that must rest upon 
established order, 

History is not wanting in examples or illustrations of 
this. About the close of the ninth century there was s 
general belief that the world was coming to an end, and 
everything was shaped accordingly. Contracts were 
drawn for so long a time and all business was shaped 
with a-speedy and certain end of the world. But the 
appointed time came and passed, and the great course of 
nature held on its way undisturbed. Then we have bad 
in our day the illustrations and resulta’of this belicf in 
the wild excitements and extravagaucies of the Millerites 
and Adventists. 

Again: The theories of the fatalists remove the bu- 
man responsibilities and tend to paralyze all effort. 
This logic is short. What is to be, that is, was decreed 
to be or necessitated to be, will be, and I can not help it. 
I can not do differently from what it was foreordained 
or necessitated I should do, and hence the feeling of 
sense or restraint from wrong is weakened and the mo- 
tive to duty taken away. 

_. Now, I believe that allsuch views are in the way of the 
world’s forward movements. I have no faith in the pre- 
diction.of astronomers that the fires of the sun will die 
out for the want of fuel, or the predictions of preachers 
that God will soon burn up the world. The magnetic 
and the electrical conditions of the universe will not be 
exhausted, The laws of matter will not fail. And for God 
destroying the world seems the most unreasonable thing 
to suppose, 

It took uncounted ages to bring the earth to its pres. 
ent physical structure and its moral development; the 
great reason for which it was created is bardly begun; 
the seed is but barely sown. For what end have patriots 
fought and martyrs suffered,and the lovers of liberty 
and the freedom of conscience shed their blood, if God 
is going to abandon the whole mighty prc j:ct of filling 
the world with righteousness, or in despair of success 
destroy the work of his own hands? 

Nor will it do to live uader the thought of fate or de- 
cree. The true basis of life is that man is free and re- 
sponsible, and thac the purposes of God in reference to 
our world are that man, that society, shall work oiit the 
great problems of civilization and religion to their per- 
fections here on this planet, and under the principles 
and law of God as revealed to him in the Bible and in 
nature, and that for all these there will be time enough 
in the agestocome, Christ will come in the growth and 
reign of liberty, trath, justice and charity. But they are 
to come along the appointed ways and established laws of 
God as we have them now. 

The institutions of marriage, and home, and education, 
and government, and religion are established, ordained 
of God to bring about this great transaction. With 
these views before us our duty seems plain. We shall 
do our beat work by being settled in these great princi- 
ples and truths. 

The world's sv ffsrings and wrongs are not to be charge- 
able to God. He did not decree them. They are not 
to be charged to fate or to any necessity hid away in the 
nauré Of things. The wrongs of the world begin and 
end in man, and the sooner he understands this the 
better it will be for him. The foundations of the earth 
are sure. It wilistand. There is an established order 
of things on which man can certainly rely in his plans 
of character and for work in the world, There will be 
no violent disraption or breaking up of the divine order. 

The kingdom of Christ is not to appear by his speedy, 
personal coming, but by the coming and growth of the 
spirit, the great principles cf his religion in the bearta 
and institutions of men and society. When settled in 
these principles and truths weshalldoour best work; by 
faithful and life-long devotion, toward the upbuilding of 
the institutions that God has appointed. We should 
take hold of its great problems of thought and work, 
to make the world better. Try to fill it with beauti- 
fal, loving homes, try to fill it with a pure — religion, 
a brighter intelligence, a diviner brotherhood, wiser 
and purer laws, and a nobler statesmanship. A thou- 
sand times better is it to be at your post working to

atanding out on some house-top waiting for the Lord to 
come to Jerusalem, or samewhere’ elee, to do the work 
he left for you to do. He will not do your work, but

Qar days on earth are few and short. To us the 
night will sooncome. But it isa great comfort to know 
that we are working in the unfolding and progress of a 
divine and far-reaching plan that is moving on slowly, 
it may be, but surely to a glorious consummation. 
Patriots snd philanthropists and martyrs haye not lived 
and died in vain. Prophets and apostles have not 
worked and suffered in vain. Ail. who bave stood for 
principle, all who have helped by. working or teaching 
or suffsring to make the world batter in their day, shall 
in some way be sharers in the glory of the better days 
of brotherhood, the better days of peace, the better 
dsys of knowledge and love, when the glory of the 
Lord shall fill the earth. The land to which we shall 
soon go is not far from this, aod from its happy shores 
we shall often come back and look upon the battle- 
fields where we have fought, and the altats where we 
have prayed, and shall be sharera in all the glory that

To the Ministers and Churches of the Central Uingis 
Christian Conference : 


At the last session cf conference the Commitiee on 
Pastorating made their report, which was aflagied and 
the following resolution passed: 

Resolved, That the ministry and churches work this year 
with a view to carrying out the report on pastorates. 

We think that said report should.be.revised at the 
next session of conference, and we expect to.see it done. 
We hope all may consider this matter between this and 
the assembling of conference, in order that they may 
be prepared to make such changes in the pastorates at, 
the next session as may be for the best. 

Financial means is a very great power in every un- 
dertaking; and, brethren, we must economize in order 
to make our financial means go as far as possible. 
Nearly $3,000 were paid last year by the churches for 
preaching, and nearly $600 of that amount was paid by 
the ministers to the railroad companies. Two'thirds of 
this amount might be saved by a good pastorate system. 
How much gocd could we do with $100 a year! Think 
of it! We could have a missionary in the bounds of 
our conference continually; or we cou'd keep at least 
two young men in Uaion Caristian College all the tame; 
or we could send the HERALD or GosPEL LIBERTY. into 
two hundred more families than it now gees. We need 
a missionary; and education, religious literature, and 
financial power and system we must have or we will be 
compelled to stand beck and let the sects take the field. 
Oar creed (the Bible) demands that we should stand in 
the front rank, and our God will hold us accountable if 
we obzy not his commands. 

But should some of our brethren say, P_storate, sys: 
tematize, or educate, will there not be some one ready 
to cry, Priestcraft, creedism, or bigotry? We can cer- 
tainly have pastora‘es without priestcraft, system with- 
out creedism, and education without bigotry. Same 
think “that if we pastorate it will take the power df 
self-government, from the individual..churches and 
place 1t in the hands of the ministry or some other 
body.” This wili not be the case. The churches in 
each pastorate will select their own minister and con- 
tract with bim as best they can, Conference nor any 
one else will have no more to gay in reference to whom 
they shall employ or what they shall pay him than here- 
er it is said “that to pastora‘e would be a certain 
cauee of inéquality; some few ministers will get the 
beet churches, while others will get very ‘poorones.” 
This objection is one that we. have to our, present way 
of doing business, and jart what we expect to 
by the pastorate system. No minister ought to ask 
more eae commands; and it is expected that 
the will be. arran ‘accordingly. ‘The pas- 
torate &: will not necessitate so much traveling by 
the minister to and fro on the railroads, and. ther 
the compensation that he orelVel tie tha Ge ill do 
him more good, with no more éxpense to’ 2

—We desire to call the attention of our conference 


—Bro. Bushong, of Kansas, wishes us to give direc- 
tions for the organization of a Christian Church, To 


state exactly what the manner of a church organization 
should be it would be necessary first to understand the 
circumstance under which the organization is formed. 


A church organization is an association of believers 
in Jesus Christ for the public worship of God and for 
Ubristian work. It would be well to begin by adopting 


some formal declaration or covenant. The following is 


a copy of the covenant adopted by the recently organ- 
ized church at Springfield; Ohic: 


By the grace of God the Father, “the only true God,” 
and arouah faith in our Lord Jesus Chriat, “Son of the 
living God” and “head over all things to *he church,” we 
associate ourselves together, as a band of believers, for 
the preaching of the word, for Christian worship and 
Obristian work, receiving to our fellowship all re 
Christ receives, and desiring to be known simply as a 
Christian Church at Springfield, Ohio, and to differ 
from the church universal only as a part differs from 
the whole. 

As the sole e nm of our faith we take the 
Bible as the only and all-sufficient rule of our faith 
and practice, each individual reserving to himeelf the 
fullest right to read, examine, and understand its teach- 
ings, being careful ito “the unity of the spirit in 
the bonds of e “jadge not one another, neither 
put astumbling block nor an occasion of falling in a 
brother’s way.” Believing that all attempts at formu- 
lating creed-statements of gospel doctrine, or foisting 
them into authority over the conscience of the child of 
God, bave proved themselves to be an incubus upon the 
truth they would serve, and an unwarranted usurpation 
of authority reserved to the head of the church, and 
in obedience to his command we reject everything of 
that kind. 

Our aim is to establish a church. home, where all 
who love our Lord, and desire to serve bim in truth, 
may find congenial ‘associations and abundant oppor: 
tunity to labor for the conversion of sinners and the 
union of saints. 


The officers of the church should be two or more 
deacons, a clerk, a treasurer, and three trustees and 
finance committee to be composed of all the above 
cfficers and such others as it may be expedient to add.

“The man who goes into 
the forest to make a farm finds his firet duty to subdue 
the growths that encumber the ground. Thorns and 
brambles must first be removed, else the growth of the 
good seed will be choked and no fruit brought to per-.: 
fection, Even after the obstructions have been re- 
moved the growth of the ill weed must not be ignored, 
else the garden will again become a wilderness. If 
Luther had risen up in the earnestness of his great soul 
and nailed to the door of the Schlosskirche at Witten- 
berg a thesis in language strong and definite, but with- 
out any reference to the false doctrines of his times, 
which were claimed to be the essentials of the Ohris- 
tian faith, it is not probable that either John Tedzel or 
the Pope would have given him any trouble. Bat 
Luther was making a bold strike for the emancipation 
of the church from the bondage into which it had been 
brought by the usurpations and superstitions of Ro- 
manism, and that emancipation could be accomplished 
only by exposing the falseneas of the doctrines of which 
the prevailing superstitions were the legitimate off- 
-spring. He might have written a thesis declaring that 
“whoever says that truth crushed to earth will not rise - 
again is laboring under a slight misapprehension; how- 
ever, if he honestly believes it to be trae, I will not 
contend, lest I disturb the spirit of devotion.” Ht is 
true that his audacious course brought him into 
trouble, It disturbed the spirit of devotion through- 
outall Europe. Indeed, the world has not yet recovered 
from the storm and conflict benught.epon the sheroh 
by the inconsiderate monk, ; 

Had Michael Servetus exercised ordinary discretion 
he might have avoided the murderous vengeance of 





Calvin and escaped the stake at Geneva. 
Had Stone, Parviance, and Kinkade been content to 


eay nothiog about the dcctrine of the trinity, hereditary 
depravity, and vicarious atonement; had Elias Smith 
not declared his purpose “never to preach again until 
he preached as a free man, and until he preached a gos- 


pel free from the dogmas of Calvinism;” had Daniel

No religious movement has a right to an existence if 
it can not point out some truth which it undertakes to 
champion, which truth is negleoted or opposed by ex- 
isting religious movements; and that truth must.not 
be of incidental or eubordinate importance, but ao eesen- 
tial and fundamental that it can not, be ignored or 
opposed without doing violence, to the spirit, of .the 
gospel. The Christians have undertaken to maintain 
that the Christian spirit and the Ohriatian lile form the 


only trae bond of brotherhood among the followers of. 


Jesus; that charity out of a pure heart is the cardinal 
virtue of the gospel; that Jesus Christ is head over, all 
things to his church, and that his Word is the sole 
source of authority in ali matters of faith and practice; 
that he has appointed no man or body of men to he 
judge of his servants, and that every man muat give an 
account for himself to God, 

It is obvious that these principles are in negessary 
conflict with the prevailing ecclesiastical

Now, a8’ a practical question, if we would show that 
the exclusive spirit of the creed systems is wrong, 
we must first show that the theories of the gospel upon 
which those systems are founded are wrong. It is 
true that @ man’s life and character are not always 
determined by hia theories of religion ; but the tenden- 
oy of the moat deeply sincere men is to live their creed. 
At any rate, right theories are always sef2r and better 
than wrong ones. 

It is a self evident truth that any theory of Christian- 
ity or any interpretation of the gospel which makes it 
logically meceesary to rejsct from our fellowship any 
one the spirit of whose life and whose daily living show 
that Christ has received him, is necessarily a mistaken 
theory and a wrong interpretation. Hence, we would 
preach against all exclunve doctrines, not in the spirit 
of debate, but in the-interest of good fellowsbip and the 
rights and liberties of the children of God. 









































NO LIFE IN NEGATIONS. 

Dr. A. P. Peabody, in the Unitarian Fzzsew for June, 
has these words which are not inapplice»l« to our own 
history : ; 

“No magn was ever made devout or honest or mercifal 
by arguments against the trinity, or the supreme deity of 
Christ, or the personality of the Holy Spirit, or the vica. 
rious atotiement; and in the days when controversy was 
rife, the men wio most erjoyed the fight, and who had 
always at the tongue’s end the reasons for not believing 
this or that, were not the holy and humble of heart, but 
men of hearts and heads equally hard, and from whom 
you would havé as soon expected an epic poem as an ut. 
terance or expression of religious feeling. In saying 
this I do not forget that our best and holiest men were 
drawn into the conflict, but with them it was only an ep 
isode, and an unwelcome one, in their religious life; 
and when they denied it was but to emphasize affirma. 
tion, Positive faith was the burden of their preaching, 
and they Jaid down their arms so soon as they ceased to 
beessailed. There have, however, always been laymen 
whose only religious speech is about other people's creeds; 
aud preachers, too, who-regard logomachy as their sole 
pulpit work, and who would collapse into’ congenial in- 
auity were there no surrouading misbeliefs on which to 
try their steel.’ 

Of our own early controversialists we believe it is 
generally trae that controversy was “only an episode,” 
while the general tenor of their preaching was devout, 
positive, and earnest, and burdened with the themes 
which touch the vital interests of humanity. In our 
own day we should be dazzled by the fish of the steel’ 
in their episodic conflicts, but follow the example of 
their earnest faith and zealous labor to bring men into 
the kingdom’ of life anid love in Obrist.

_ BIBLE DOCTRINE OF RESURRECTION—NO, 2. 


Paul has written more in regard to the resurrection 
than any.otber of the inspired writers. His atterances 
are in perfect harmony with the teachings of Jesus, 
Though he has written so much, and has elaborated the 
waole matter so thoroughly, yet there is much difference 
as to what he really dces teach. He had to) contend 
against the same heathenish theories that Ohrist did, and 
today there exists the same opinions in regard to it that 
were prevalent then. 

The prevailing belief now is a mixture of the theory 
which Obrist: and Paul gave no sanction to, nay, rather 
opposed, and their true teachings. It is the result of 
an attempt to harmonize the error they opposed with 
the truth they taught, and.is therefore an incongruous 

“ botch of absurdity and contradiction, oaly equaled by the 
dostrine of trinity, vicarious atonement, and total de- 
pravity. It isan endeavor to reconcile the irreconcila- 
ble, to harmonize the contradictory, and like all such 
endeavors befogs and bewilders those who try to under- 
stand and believe it. 

Paul’s great deliverance on the subject is to be found 
in I. Cor. 15: 85-54. Here the great apostle states and 
—as far as can be done—explains the doctrine of the 
résurrection more fully and. completely than is done 
anywhere else in the Scriptures. Here we have the 
doctrine set forth at length, and if we could lay aside 
preconceived ideas when we read it, we should find 
that it is not difficult to understand; but if we en- 
deavor to see in it teachings it was intended to con- 

. trovert, it will seem puzzling, bewildering, and unsatis- 
factory. 

The prevailing idea among the Jews in regard to it 
was.that of a general rising again at some future set 
t m3.of the bodies that lay in the graves. They looked 
for a restoration to life again of the dust once. animate, 
and then that the Jewish nation with the Messiah on 

* the throne would have temporal rule over all the’ na- 
tions‘of the earth. This belief lingers yet with various 
modifications among both Jews and Obristians, and 
the highly figurative language of the ivepired wri- 
ters of the Old and New Testaments are. liberalized to 
support it,

tions of persons ,at. the present day, who epeak of the 
changes continually taking placé in our earthly bodies, 
assert that we baye.an entire new body every: seven 
years, and ask, “Which, if either, of theee bodies is to, be 
the one raised?” is certainly a very. far-fetched idea. 
Hjs reply shows plainly the objectors he had in mind, 
They were persons like the Sadducees who denied any 
resurrection. ,, They regarded the rising again of dead 
bodies as.an absurdity, if not. a pbysicsl impossibility, 
and the existence of the individual apart from the body 
as equally absurd and impossible, He had to reply to 
the same class of skeptics that Jesus bad. He had to 
explain that which.was_ positively denied by some and 
grossly misunderstood by: others. He therefore, in 
verses thirty-six to thirty-eight, declares that the res- 
urrection, or resurrected body, is not the earthly body 
raised from the grave or from the dead. He saye: “Thou 
fool (or foolish one), that. which thon sowest is not 
quickened except it die; and that which thou sowest, 
thon sowest not that body that shall be, but bare grain, 
it may chance of wheat or some other grain; but God 
giveth ita body even as it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own bedy.” In the revised version: “Bat 
God giveth ita body as it hath pleased him, and to each 
seed a body of its own.” 

Here it is plainly stated that a body is given to each 
seed according to the p!easure of God, and not that the 
same body is restored. Within the seed is the germ 
which may be destroyed or killed, or it may rise up out 
of the body which exvelops itand be clothed with ao 
other God-given body. To.each seed is given a body o! 
its own. Thus its identity is preserved, though one o/ 
ite bodies dies and another is given in which it rises to 
a new, higher, and more usefal etate of existence. The 
change the seed undergoes previous to sprouting, or, as 
the apostle terms it, quickening, is called death. We 
know that this change ie decay of some particles of the 
grain, and the opposite process—development—of the 
other—namely, its germ, That never lost ite indi- 
viduality. It never lost its life: I¢ never died. So it 
is with the children of the resurrection. If it were 
otherwise the symbol of the grain would be inappro- 
priate. 

Herein lies a strong argument against the uncon- 
ssious state of the dead and the rising again of the 
earthly bodies of men. This, together, with an argu-. 
ment against the tranemigration of souls, and in fevor 
of the identity of the individual through all changes, 
is further treated on in verses thirty-nine to forty-one 
“All flesh is not the same flash; but there is one kind o/ 
flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another cf fishes, 
and anothor of birds. There are also celestial bodies 
and bodies terrestrial; but the glory of the celestial is 
one and the glory of the terrestrial is another. There 
is one glory of the sun, and ‘another glory of the moon, 
and another glory ‘of the stare: ‘for one star differeth from 
another in glory.” 

Heathen mythology taught that the souls of men at 
their death entered into beasts, and that the souls of the 
good continually entered into higher forms of corporeal 
existence in the bodies of superior creatures, while the 
souls of the bad became moréand more degraded by enter 
inginto lower and yet lower formsof animal existence. It 
taught that men and women were changed into beasts, 
birds, and reptiles, and that some bad been transformed 
into stars, clouds, streams, whit] poois, rocks, trees, and so 
on, and this often at the arbitrary will of offended or 
sympattrizing deities. 

Puul declares that all this is false by his ffirmation of 
the opposing statement, that each order of living beings 
has its own flesh or earthly body, and each celestial body 
has ite own glory, by which the distinctive peculiarity 
and individuality of each is forever preserved.

Would that all the world saw clear to use candle-light 
instead of sunlight, The church doesn’s want much 
ligh ;, least of all natural light, Clos®-your eyes to it, 
my dear brethren, lest it. draw you, from the holy light 
of our.religion, We shut out the daplight, and make 
a light of our own, creating a love fora peculiar light, 


to see by candles. They.area protest. against gaa, elec- 
tric light, and all modera devic2, in favor of ancient 
lights. Let othera see by the ligh: of the world, and 
give us the light of the church. These candles repre- 
sent the triumph of candle-light over ali other illumi- 
nating agencies, There is too much light outside. De- 
apise it, my brethren! See only in the old way! 

Yes, beloved, we gloriously set up these candles in 
competition wih the sun. We worship in the light. 
[tis the light’ of the church rgainst the light of the 
world. And as sure as candle-light is better than sun- 
light, the church will triamph. over the world, Assure 
as it is better than gasand electric light, the true church 
—the only church—will triumph over all the secte. 
Dear brethren, see by sacred light instead of by natural 
light. 

Would, my brethren, that we could put out all light 
but candles. But,asthe Lord has not so ordered it

Training Y.uvg Trees.—In oace young 
shoots start where they are not wavted, 
they should be rubbed cff. It will te 
necessary to pinch off the ends of some 
of the limbe. By the timely pinching 
back of the most rampant growing trees, 
much future pruniog with the knife can 
be avoided, 

Green Food for P.wltry.—Have two 
yards connected with the one where the 
hen and chickens are confined, Seed 
No. 1 with oats or other grain, and let 
the hen and chickens have scceas to it. 
Seed Nv, 2 in the same way, eo that by 
alternating a constant supply of green 
food will be assured.
